Waterway as well, was revived today— 
this time in the United States Supreme 
court, when the Chicago sanitary div 
trict filed its answer to the suit 
brought by Wisconsin, Minnesota. 
Ohio and Pennsylvania to restrict the 


diversion of Lake Michigan water at 


Chicago. 

Attorney General Carlstrom, with 4 
special assistant, Cyrus E. Dietz, ar- 
peared for the state of Illinois, a c- 
defendant in the suit with the district, 
whose attorneys, Hector A. Brouillet, 
George F. Barrett, Edmund D. Adcock, 
Louis J. Behan,.and Morton S. Cressy, 
asked the court to fix March 8 as the 
day when they might supplement the 
formal answer filed today with oral 
arguments. 

Three Weeks to File Brief. 

Illinois was given until Jan. 25 to 
file its brief and argument in answer 
to the claims of the four states, who 
will have until Feb. 25 to reply if they 
care to. 

Meanwhile, Mr. Carlstrom an- 
nounced, a conference has been ar- 
ranged with Secretary of War Davis 
for tomorrow morning, in which the 
latter will be asked to intervene in 
the suit and assert under the authority 


of congress sole jurisdiction over nav-

Control of interstate and nationai 
waters and the regulation of navigable 
waters are matters to be dealt with 
by congress, the district argues in its 
answer, continuing that if the d'ver- 
sion of 10,000 cubic feet of water a sec- 
ond at Chicago actually interferes with 
navigation on the great lakes, as 
charged by the four states, complaint 
can only be made by the United Statas. 

Moreover, the answer continues, 
since the issuance of the permit for its 
operation on May 8, 1899, by the war 
department, until recently, when they 
filed the pending suit, the several 
states had never protested ‘the con- 
struction of the drainage canal, al- 
though it was heralded at the time as 
“the important link” in the proposed 
lakes-to-gulf waterway system. 

No Previous Protest Made. 

Full aware of the numerous acts of 
congress in connection with the water- 
way scheme, as well as exhaustive sur- 
veys and comprehensive reports on the 
project, the surrounding states who 
now object permitted the sanitary dis- 
trict to spend more than $90,000,000 in 
the construction of the canal without 
a protest. 

The state of Illinois has already er- 
pended more than $3,000,000 in the con- 
struction of locks and other works in 
cidental to the completion of the lakes- 
to-gulf waterway, it is asserted. 

The answer reiterates the extreme 
danger to Chicago’s drinking water 
supply if the withdrawal of lake water 
is curtailed and the Chicago river per- 
mitted to flow back into Lake Michi-

The President outlined the subjects 
to be discussed and declared that 
American participation in the studies 
of the preparatory conference will not 
bind this country to accept an invita- 
tion to any future conference or con- 


ferences of reduction and limitation of 


armaments. 
“The United States is merely in- 
vited to participate in a preliminary 
Y which may prepare the way 
steps of a more definite and formal 
nature,” President Coolidge said. “ We 
we been invited by the couneil of 
league of nations to send repre 
sentatives to sit upon ‘a preparatory 
commission for the disarmament con- 
ference, being a commission to prepare 
for a conference on the reduction and 
limitation of armaments,’ which has 
been set up by the council and which 
is to meet in Geneva, Switzerland, in 
February. 
“The purpose of this commission, it 
is stated, is to make preparation for 
a conference for disarmament. 
Should Lend Our Aid. 
“Whether the conditions and ctir- 
cumstances will prove such as to 
make it desirable for the United States 
to attend any conference or confer- 
ences which may eventually take place 
as a result of the labors of the pre 
paratory commission or otherwise, is 
a question which need not now be con- 
‘pidered. It is my judgment that so 
far as this preliminary inquiry is con- 
cerned, we ought to give our aid and 
cotperation to the fullest extent con- 
sistent with the policies which we have 
adopted. 
“The general ‘policy of this govern- 
ment in favor of disarmament and 
limitation of armament cannot be em-
